THE conventions at Hot Springs, Virginia, last 

week of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association 

and the American Hardware Manufac- 

The turers’ Association were a decided suc- 

‘Conventions. cess and productive of much good. 

More enthusiastic gatherings it would 

have been impossible to imagine, and each and every 

one who attended was well repaid for the journey to 
Hot Springs. 

Matters of vital importance to the trade were 
brought up, discussed and handled in the businesslike 
way so well known to all hardware men. There was 
no beating about the bush in dealing with trade mat- 
ters, but from the commencement the convention got 
right down to business and strictly attended to it 
while the sessions lasted. 

President F. B. Dunlop, of the Jobbers’ Association, 
in his annual report sounded a warning note which 
it will be well for all to constantly bear in mind. He 
said: ‘You have been kept fully posted regarding the 
efforts of a powerful element to have enacted a meas- 
ure known as Parcels Post bill. While this per- 
nicious piece of legislation is dead at the present time, 
yet, no doubt, it will appear later in some other form, 
and you are admonished to be on the alert at all times. 
This same element is also insisting upon the number- 
ing of rural free delivery boxes, which would be a 
great blow to the legitimate retail trade of the coun- 
try. You can readily see the powerful influence that 
is fostering these movements, and I trust you will con- 
tinue to do everything in your power to prevent the 
enactment of legislation so harmful to the legitimate 
retail interests of the country.” 

It would be a very blind man who could not see 
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what influence was back of the Parcels Post measure, 
and the members attending the convention were fully 
alive to the dangers that would come with the enact- 
ment of such legislation. But because the danger is 
past now is no reason to believe that the catalogue 
house element will not seize another opportunity to 
revive it. Constant watch will have to be kept so that 
a vigorous fight can be made as soon as the enemy 
puts in an appearance again. 

Other points of interest touched upon by the Presi- 
dent were the relations of the trade to railroads, and 
the consular service. It was clearly shown that as 
the railroads became more powerful so would they 
prove to be a menace to the country if allowed to 
continue unhampered; and the recommendation that 
a fight be kept up by the association until a satisfac- 
tory law governing common carriers is enacted was 
a good one. 

With regard to the consular service, it is only a 
week or so ago that in these columns we called at- 
tention to the necessity of having it placed upon a 
strictly business basis. President Dunlop had the fol- 
lowing to say on this subject: “The selection of con- 
suls should be made solely with regard to their worth 
and their fitness for the office which they are to oc- 
cupy. If we are to strengthen and improve the serv- 
ice so as to secure the best results, we must above all 
things divorce it from the spoils system.” 

The papers that were read by the various members 
were all on live topics, of absorbing interest to the 
trade, and had for their object not only the enlighten- 
ment and entertainment of those present but the bet- 


tering of conditions all around. 
All of the proceedings of the convention were char- 


acterized with the greatest of harmony and enthusi- 
asm. Matters were brought forward, discussed and 
intelligently disposed of, that will be of far reaching 
benefit to the trade. 

Every arrangement was made for the comfort and 
convenience of those in attendance, and at the close 
all left for their homes feeling that it had been good 
to be there. 





It seems that no two prophets agree as to the fu- 
ture of the metal markets, and it is quite certain that no 
one is now buying iron, steel or tin from

the Metal : 

Markets, ¢V¥¢" demand for finished products has 

caused the buying to be natural and reg- 
ular. Such buying is, of course, the ideal state for the 
general good of the market—manufacturers, jobbers 
and dealers. 

This situation can be upset by only two things— 
crop failure or a financial panic. Neither of these dis- 
asters is probable from the present outlook. Both 
the building trade and the usual summer business 
boom are greater than that of any previous year. An 
extremely healthy condition is reported from all sec- 
tions of the country. Prices of manufactured products 
are good and in proportion with the high prices of raw 
materials. 

The goods now being made in all lines are to fill 
the immediate demands of consumers. Little machin- 
ery or mechanical articles are now being made to hold 
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in stock. Improvements and changes are too rapid to 
permit carrying these goods any longer than neces- 
sary. The automobile is a fair example of this rapid 
evolution. The metal market is perhaps the nearest 
accurate barometer of industrial conditions of to-day 
and of to-morrow. 








THE prosperity of our country is shown in figures 
which will be made public at the close of the fiscal 
year that ends on June 30. At that time

of the international commerce of the 
United States. 

All knew that the last fiscal year has been a pros- 
perous one with us in every line of business, but few 
have any conception of the amount until confronted 
with figures. Secretary of the Treasury Shaw a few 
days ago gave an estimate of the total of our interna- 
tional commerce during the year, and the grand total 
approximated three billions of dollars. The assertion 
is made that if any error is made in that estimate it 
was that the figures were under estimated rather than 
exaggerated. : 

These figures have reference to our international 
commerce alone, but when it comes to the domestic 
commerce of the past year the figures are many hun- 
dred times in excess of three billions in money value. 
In dealing with this part of our trade the Secretary 
of the Treasury did not dare to commit himself to fig- 
ures, as there is no way of accurately estimating them. 

But we can draw conclusions from many reliable 
sources, Clearing house reports from various cities 
where bank clearing houses are maintained give a 
good idea of commercial and industrial activity. These 
have, during the past twelve months, been of a much 
more encouraging nature than they were a year ago, 
and thé credit of the United States the world over was 
never so good as it is at the present moment. 

One very encouraging feature of this flourishing 
condition of our country is that it is not confined to 
any particular section, but is shared all over. Not 
alone the West and middle West have been industri- 
ally active, but recent reports from the South show 
that millions are being expended there in new build- 
ings. Work on buildings now under construction in 
New Orleans, Louisiana, represents an intvestment of 
$10,000,000, and several other large structures are 
shortly to be erected which will swell the total in that 
city alone tc $14,000,000. Many other large Southern 
cities are spending thousands of dollars in similar 
work to that being done in New Orleans, thus showing 
that the South is keeping well up in the march of 
progress, 

With regard to our foreign commerce for the past 
year, figures are also at hand to show that we have 
made big strides in this direction also. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor issued a bulletin on 
June 14 on this subject which said: 

“The foreign commerce of the United” States dur- 
ing the fiscal year which ends with this month prom- 
ises to exceed in both imports and exports that of any 
earlier year. The details of 10 months of the year’s 
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commerce have been announced by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor through its Bureau of Statistics, 
and should May and June show as large a monthly 
average as that of the 10 months for which the record 
has been made, the imports will be $1,225,000,000 and 
the exports $1,786,000,000, or a total of a little more 
than $3,000,000,000. 

“The figures of the fiscal year 1905 exceed both as 
to imports and exports those of any prior year, and 
the recorded imports of 10 months of 1906 exceed by 
nearly $100,000,000 and exports exceed by over $200,- 
000,000 those of the corresponding months of last 
year. 

“In imports the increase occurred in all classes ex- 
cept foodstuffs, and in exports the increase occurs in 
every class, but especially in foodstuffs and manu- 
factures. 

“The decrease in the importation of articles of food 
occurs chiefly in sugar and coffee. 

“Trade with the non-contiguous territory of the 
United States shows an increase in the grand total, but 
not in merchandise received from the sections thus 
designated. The aggregate of trade with the non-con- 
tiguous territories will probably also exceed that of 
any previous year.” 

All of this is very encouraging, and shows that our 
prosperity has been the result of hard work and in- 
domitable energy. In the next twelve months it is to 
be hoped that the increase will be equally large, and 
from present appearances there is every reason to be- 
lieve that it will be.

When a man once acquires a habit it is not easy to 
break away from it, whether it be good or bad. This 
will give him the habit of always putting his name and 
address on letters written when on the road, and hav- 
ing acquired it by suggestion from the hotel stationery 
in question, he will put it on letters that are written in 
other towns where no such printed notice is on his 
envelopes. 

How many mysteries the sea contains, how many 
thrilling rescues we read about, and how many more 
fatalities occur on “the boundless main” that we never 
hear about at all! 

Many ships have sailed away from port and never 
reached their destination, nothing more ever having 
been heard of them. They are classed as sea mys- 
teries, and there is not one of us but would like, were 
it possible, to enter the port of missing ships there to 

‘learn what fate befell the vessels that have disap- 
peared forever from the ocean. 

But sometimes these vessels that are given up for 
lost after being months overdue are heard of in a most 
unexpected manner. This has been the case in the 
last month. Two such instances have come to my 
notice. 

The first is that of the Portugal ship of war, the 
Baptista Andrado. Some months ago this vessel left 
Lisbon with a new governor for Mozambique. Weeks 
after she should have arrived at her destination noth- 
ing was heard from her, and the weeks lengthening 
into months, she was finally given up for lost. Within 
the last few weeks, however, information has been 
brought to Lisbon that the Andrado had been driven 
ashore by a cyclone and all her crew were found alive 
and well living on a small uninhabited island. 

Here's a chance for another “Robinson Crusoe” 
story, but the ending to the second case is not nearly 
so encouraging, and death was the fate of the brave 
sailors. It did not come in the shape of a watery 
grave, but being frozen to death was their lot. 

I am getting a little ahead of the story, though. 

The ship in question is the Russian blockade runner 
Soedabaya which started out to land a cargo of arms 
at Vladivostok during the Russo-Japanese war. The 
ship sailed away and nothing was ever heard of her 
again until last month. Many surmises were expressed 
as to her fate. Some thought she had foundered in a 
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gale, others that a Japanese mine had been respon- 
sible for her destruction, but all of this was guess 
work pure and simple. 

No definite news could be obtained as to what had 
happened the vessel. She had left for Vladivostok 
but never reached there. But last month the mystery 
was solved. The Soedabaya was then found at Niko- 
leyevsk, near the mouth of the Amur river. Wedged 
tightly in the grip of the ice, she has been held captive 
for months. The crew were all frozen stiff, and every 
soul had died! 


These are only two of the mysteries of the sea that 
have recently been cleared up. Who can tell but somé 
day just as startling solutions may be found for many 
other missing ships that have long been given up as 
never more to be heard from.

The Inland Empire Implement and Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association held its second semi-annual meeting 
in Spokane, Washington, the week of June 11, and 
raised $10,000 by subscription with which to fight the 
“buggy trailors” and “range peddlers.” The associa- 
tion is determined to wage unrelenting war upon these 
men, whom they call enemies of the local dealers, and 
they have outlined an extensive campaign. Secretary 
E. W. Evenson of the association says the fund sub- 
scribed will be used to hire men to follow up the 
agents representing eastern houses to explain to the 
would-be customers the advantage of buying from the 
home dealers, the trickeries which the outside agent is 
supposed to resort to, and the superior quality of. the 
buggies and ranges purchased from local merchants. 
It is expected there will be a merry war and a good 
deal of bitterness in the fight which the association is 
launching. 

The association has a mutual insurance company 
newly organized. The insurance report shows pre- 
mium receipts, $4,299.85; total at risk, $260,650; re- 
insurance, $154,000; amount at risk above insurance, 
$105,850. 

The organization has appointed a legislative com- 
mittee which will attempt to secure state legislation to 
assist the association in its fight against the country 
peddlers. The association also appointed a commit- 
tee which will attempt to secure the organization of 
all the implement and hardware dealers in Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Oregon and Montana. The Inland Em- 
pire, so called, embraces eastern Washington, northern 


Idaho and northeastern Oregon.

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THE ABUSE OF WARRANTY. 








Warranties are necessary in every business, the 
hardware included, but that much abuse is worked in 
their name will not be denied by any. Rival companies 
vying with each other have often carried their war- 
ranties to such extremes that it resulted in great loss to 
manufacturers. It has often happened, too, that fraud 
has been practised on the manufacturer by unscrupu- 
lous persons using this weapon as a means for ex- 
tortion. 

At the convention of the Colorado Implement Deal- 
ers, held in Denver, May 17, W. A. Norris, manager 
of the Colorado Moline Plow Company, read the fol- 
lowing paper on “The Evils of Guaranty,” which goes 
into this subject very fully and succinctly: 

When some weeks ago the president of the Northern 
Colorado Implement Dealers’ Association called on me 
personally and offered to lift me from humble ob- 
scurity into the lime light of honor and publicity by in- 
viting me to read a paper before this assembly, I felt 
myself suddenly growing into such importance that I 
deemed it advisable to caution my tailor “not to make 
‘em too tight,” and when a few days afterwards I re- 
ceived official notice from your secretary that I had 
been placed on the program I sent word to my hatter 
that the band on my last year’s “Panama” would have 
to be enlarged. I cite these facts as an evidence of my 
appreciation of the honor conferred upon me and for 
my increasing avoirdupois under the genial influence of 
Colorado climate. 

The theme assigned me for discussion is “The Evils 
of Guaranty” which I have taken the liberty of ex- 
panding into “The evils arising from the dealer’s abuse 
of the warranty on farm implements and machinery,” 
since in itself there is no wrong or evil] in the guaranty 
antil the dealer goes beyond the golden mean and 
transgresses the law of common sense and good 
business. 

Have implement dealers as a class more than other 
merchants gone to extremes in the matter of warrant- 
ing farm implements? I fancy you had mentally 
answered the question affirmatively ere I had con- 
cluded it. If there be a negative or dissenting vote it 
certainly comes from one of limited experience and 
still less observation. The mere mention of my theme 
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has most likely recalled to each of your minds many 
instances of gross imposition, if not positive fraud, 
arising out of the dealers’ abuse or unwarranted ex- 
tension of the guaranty on farm implements. Pos- 
sibly you have in mind at this very moment a certain 
fellow who bought a binder “on trial,’ warranted by 
the local agent, possibly yourself, but more probably 
your competitor, to bind wheat, rye, oats, barley, hedge 
fences and broken limbs with or without twine or 
splints and after harvest suddenly discovered that “the 
machine would not work,” “was not as represented” 
and that, after all, he did not need a machine this year. 
Encouraged by his first venture, his wits sharpened by 
experience, his “nerve” made equal to any emergency, 
he procures a second and a third machine in the same 
way and on the same terms and harvests as many 
crops at the expense of the dealer and manufacturer. 

The dealer drives out to haul in the old machine and 
the imposter chuckles to himself “That fellow is ‘dead’ 
easy.” His name is legion and his paternal progenitor 
is the implement dealer of the United States. 

You have visions of much worn plows stowed away 
in your back room returned because they would not 
work, but which when tested by the caliper, plumb, 
square and level showed perfect alignment and proper 
proportions—parts of vehicles which failed to stand the 
test of a collision or runaway and numerous other 
relics with interesting histories of such high degree oi 
improbability as to overtax your credulity, but which 
you replaced as a matter of policy to prevent your com- 
petitor from winning your customer. You mentally 
denounced your customer for his act of injustice but 
in turn perpetrated the same fraud on the manufac- 
turer or jobber by “working him” for gratis repairs, 
“to save your own bacon.” The case, of course, is ex- 
ceptional, but it illustrates the evils lurking in a false 
system. Let us inquire briefly into the cause of this 
deplorable condition of affairs. The blame does not 
rest wholly with the dealer of the present day, nor yet 
primarily with the farmer, however much self-interest 
or avarice may prompt him to seek and avail himself 
of these undue and unfair advantages at the expense 
of dealer and manufacturer. 

We must go back a generation and examine eco- 
nomic conditions and trace their influence on present- 
day. commercial customs. Ours is pre-eminently an 
age of commerce and inventions. When the history of 
twentieth century achievements shall have been writ- 
ten, its great mechanical inventions and marvelous 
commercial enterprises will stand second only to the 
fine art of political graft in Denver municipal elections. 
Progressive and aggressive manufacturers having ac- 
quired valuable patents on farm machinery, needed a 
ready market for their products. The supply was sud- 
den, the demand was sluggish and ultra conservative. 
The farmer did not go to town before breakfast to buy 
the latest invention; the rustic improved farm machin- 
ery. His phlegmatic disposition with his habit of pa- 
tient waiting year after year made him a veritable 
“Missourian” and Jong before the popular phrase had 
been coined he said by his actions to the agent or can- 
vasser, “You'll have to show me.” Moreover there 
was no competition to compel him to act quickly in his 
business—it was not profitable to buy every patented 











implement the first year it came out—it took time to 
adjust himself to the new order of things and, with his 
accustomed deliberation, he “stood back till the pro- 
gressive order of events goaded him forward.” 

Commercial missionaries were’ indeed a necessity 
and the manufacturers sent out a swarm of persistent 
persuaders to convert the agricultural heathen to the 
use of improved machinery. His mind, accustomed to 
indecision and inactivity, was naturally slow to act. 
He wanted time to think it over. Stories of “Bohemian 
oats,” “gold brick” and “lightning rod” swindlers 
made him wary. “Go agent, go thy way” was his 
plaintive refrain. The restless, impatient, impulsive 
and eager salesman, made over-anxious by the urgent 
exhortations of his chief to “get orders, get orders, 
get orders,” naturally fell into the habit of buying the 
farmer’s consent with promises and warranties. 

Rival companies vying with each other carried 
their warranties to such extremes that the gigantic 
evil culminated in ruinous business methods and the 
loss of millions to manufacturers and necessitated a 
change. Perfection is unknown in this world. The 
conditions of good and evil exist side by side. The in- 
vention of labor-saving machinery, which seemed to be 
an unmixed blessing to mankind, brought along its 
train of attendant evils. The so-called Harvester 
Trust, if it has some objectionable features, had its 
origin in necessity more than in the avarice of its 
promoters. 

I am neither condemning nor defending this colossal 
business enterprise. I simply speak as an observer of 
events and their natural causes. While the farmers 
were loudly condemning and protesting against the 
trusts as a voluntary organization whose sole purpose 
was to extort exorbitant prices out of the consumer, 
they were blindly ignoring the facts that their system 
of “price hunting,” their grafting in free repairs, their 
chronic habit of evading and resisting the payment of 
a claim for machinery when promptly and honorably 
meeting other obligations, were breeding trusts with 
marvelous rapidity. I make this assertion, not as a 
criticism of the honest tiller of the soil, the back bone 
and mainstay of the nation, from whom I am proud 
to trace my immediate ancestry, but as a sociological! 
truth. The evils arising from the abuse of warranty 
of our goods are therefore ours by virtue of the laws 
of inheritance and the farmers, our customers, are the 
victims of a false and pernicious education. The un- 
aided individual effort of any one merchant against 
an evil so deeply rooted and widely spread would avail 
but little. The problem we are considering is, there- 
fore, one that particularly demands the united attention 
of this association. We should, therefore, demand the 
repeal of the long-established and pernicious custom of 
giving unlimited warranties on farm implements and 
each individual member of this organization should 
pledge himself to assist in this reform. Let no one 
think that this reform is detrimental to the interests of 

the farmer. A temporary gain is usually a permanent 
loss. An injustice to the dealer or jobber is not u 
benefit to the customer as some might infer and the re- 
moval of an evil to the dealer can only ultimately 
benefit the customer if he is fairly dealt with on sound 
business principles. 
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A warranty against defects in workmanship and 
material is all that justice demands and he who asks 
more wants you to “rob Peter to enrich Paul” and 
poor old “Pete” has been fleeced so much that he 
ought now to have “a square deal.” 

If the local dealer goes beyond the manufacturers 
warranty he places before himself the constant tempta- 
tion to be “a good fellow” with his trade at the ex- 
pense of the wholesaler and educates his customers to 


expect and demand more than they are entitled to. 

If you donate repairs to the extent of one per cent 
of your business th's year, your goods will cost you one 
per cent more next year and the honest customer will 
have to pay for what was unjustly given to his more 
importunate neighbor. Again, the temporary gain is 
converted into a permanent loss. This wide-open door 
to fraud should be closed and the temptation to impo- 
sition should be removed. Reform, like charity, should 
begin at home. Manufacturers have, therefore, appro- 
priately taken the first step with the following or a 
similar resolution: 

“Since the abuse of warranty on farm implements 
has become a flagrant injustice to manufacturers, re- 
solved, that no claim shall be allowed for defective 
material or workmanship unless the article is pro- 
duced and the defect is plainly apparent, and we refuse 
to give any warranty on our goods other than that of 
good material and workmanship, refusing absolutely 
to sell any such goods on trial with the privilege of 
returning if not satisfactory.” It is now incumbent 
upon the retail dealer to reform himself and complete 
the work begun by the manufacturer. If you wait 
until your competitor conforms to your ideas of cor- 
rect business principles, maintains proper prices and 
respects an honest warranty, you will die an unrepent- 
ant sinner, without the consoling prayers of the 
Northern Colorado Implement Dealers’ Association.

INTEGRITY OF CONTRACTS. 








At the convention of the Southern Hardware Job- 
bers’ Association at Hot Springs, Virginia, last week, 
Charles H. Ireland of the Odell Hardware Co., 
Greensboro, N. C., was down on the program to open 
the discussion for the jobbers on the “Integrity of 
Contracts.” Owing to there not being enough time 
the paper prepared was not read, but it being of such 
an interesting nature we publish the paper herewith. 

I do not know why I was put up to discuss this subject, 
as I know of no instance in which I have been called upon 
to defend my position or to explain my reason for failure 
to fulfill a contract. But the mere fact that this subject 
has been deemed of sufficient importance by both manufac- 
turers and jobbers to entitle it to a place on the program 
of this convention necessarily leads to the concltision that 
there is either a willful lack of sincerity in the carrying 
out of agreements or else custom has permitted latitude that 
has grown into license, or else the term “contract” as used 
in the conduct of general business to-day has a wider mean- 
ing as to its scope and lacks that definiteness and mi- 
nuteness which formerly characterized that which was known 
as a contract. 

First: Is there a lack of sincerity in the carrying out 
of agreements to-day? I answer most emphatically, no. 
Never in the history of the world was there a time when 
the average man in business was so true, so reliable, so 
dependable as to-day. And I make this statement with the 
full knowledge that there never was a time in the history 
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of the world when the exposures and evidence of rascality 
was as prevalent as in this present year 1905 and 19006. 
OLD TIME RASCALITY, 

But the disease is no worse to-day than it was in the 
day of Elijah, the Tishbite, who after fighting the beef 
trust on Carmel, slaying the leaders of the priest trust, 
has caused the suspension of the implement trust, had run 
the wheels off the vehicle trust, got scared at an old hag’s 
howling over her perfidious paramours and decided that 
everybody had deserted the Lord Jehovah, gone over to the 
devil and he alone was left who had not bowed the knee 
to Baal. It took a voice from heaven and a big stick of 
juniper wood to teach him that he was only one pebble in 
7,000 who were still on the beach. 

And so it becomes us in these days when so much is 
being said about perfidy and betrayal of trust for a man 
to be sane and to know that for every man who has be- 
trayed his trusts that there are 10,000 good, true, honest, 
loyal men, who are pursuing the even tenor of life. Aye, 
many of them suffering and dying rather than to claim 
what seemingly rightfully belongs to them, I’ve looked 
anxiously in the papers during the insurance companies’ ex- 
posure for some one to cry out on the other side and say, 
“Yes, while the Equitable and New York have gone wrong 
the Northwestern and Mutual Benefit have handled mil- 
lions, they court investigation as to the fidelity of their 
trust”; and while the five hundred millions affected by these 
companies, have loomed up until they appear to be double 
what they are, yet when we compare the billions of dollars 
involved in the daily transactions of the business of this 
country it’s a mere pittance comparatively, and if the in- 
terest jeopardized in these scandals had been subject to 
the usual requirements of business contracts, I dare say 
much of it would have been avoided. 

HAS CONFIDENCE IN BUSINESS MEN, 

There is not a man on this floor to-day who does not 
feel that in 999 cases out of a thousand that the man with 
whom he transacts his usual business contract can be de- 
pended upon to live up to it. And that he does do it in 
the above proportions without having to invoke the aid of 
outside help to inforce same is a refutation of the first 
question, For in nearly every instance if outside aid 
was invoked in order to force compliance it would 
avail him naught because the average so called contract 
is meaningless and not binding and does not have to 
be, because the parties feel themselves amenable to a 
high court, that of trade rectitude, and the value of a good 
name, which most houses in business in these days re- 
gard as of far more value than riches. I affirm there is 
no lack of sincerity in carrying out agreements and con- 
tracts in the legitimate business world to-day. 

Second: Custom has permitted latitude that has grown 
into license. Ah, now I’m “ferninced.” Yes. Custom of 
one? Surely not—both. Licerise taken by one? Nay—both. 

Let’s see; I’m a hardware manufacturer of New Eng- 
land. I start in February in Texas to sell a commodity 
which is used in October. I start thus early because it 
saves traveling men. One or two can cover the territory, 
to work the southern jobber, and by June I will have them 
all corraled, and I can then use these same salesmen to 
beguile the Big Ikes of the larger centers. Not to sell 
goods? No, no. But simply to say “Howdy do” to the 
department stores and catalogue houses and to pay social 
visits to large retailers who happen to have rather a large 
purchasing power, and consequently do not wish to buy of 
a jobber, as his visits to this latter trade are only social, 
and to the department stores and catalogue houses is simply 
a cookoo promenade. No valid objection could be raised. 
Of course not, It’s just custom, you know. 

Well now, let’s follow this Knight of the Grip. 

As no one in the South knows what the price of these 
goods will be nor what the crops will enable him to sell, 
it is a case of simply pig in the bag for Mr. Jobber. Of 
course if he is in Texas the price will be made right. or 
they ll shoot it out; in New Orleans it makes no material 
difference, as it will be a year after the transaction is 
completed before they'll find it out; in Mississippi it will 
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have to be right or a lynching bee will be called off on 
the next visit to that town; in Alabama they are always 
ahead, keep there, so as to shut off Pittsburgh, you know; 
in Georgia, Tennessee, North Carolina and Virginia they 
all just sit and wait patiently for the next thing to turn up 
from St. Louis, Louisville or Philadelphia, and by that 
time they will begin to know where they are. 

(Enter Mr. Knight of the Grip): “Well, Mr, Jobber, I 
want to sell you twenty car loads of gimlets,” let us say. 

(Mr. Jobber, amazed, says meekly): “Why, that’s more 
gimlets that I can possibly use.” 

“Oh, no, Mr. Jobber; I’ve just sold 100 cars in St. 
Louis, seventy-eight cars in Louisville, 100 cars in Chicago. 
I’m giving you the identical prices that I sold them” (and 
confidentially a little the rise of them). 

So Mr. Jobber meekly asks: “But what’s the price of 
billets ?” 

“Oh, I don’t know.” 

“What’s the price of coal? What about the labor mar- 
ket? What’s going to be the status of the wheat crop? 
What is the estimated nightly increase of the boll weevil?” 

“Oh, these are matters that should not trouble you. It’s 
your business to buy, buy, buy goods, man.” 

“But, Mr. Drummer, I have not seen another line; I do 
not know their prices.” 

THE CONTRACT. 

“Now, Mr. Jobber, that is just where we come in. Here’s 
a contract—read: I, John Smith, jobber, hereby agree and 
bind myself, my successors and assigns, to buy twenty 
car loads of gimlets from Nathan Doe, manufacturer, agree- 
ing to pay said Doe $2 a dozen for same, payable in New 
York exchange, thirty days net, f. 0. b. factory. And in 
the event of said Smith failing to take above quantity and 
to pay for same in specified time, then the said Smith is 
to be adjured, sued and pursued until he takes said quantity 
and in the event of his not paying for same as agreed, 
then it is herein stipulated that said Doe shall possess 
himself of such property and values as may be in said 
Smith’s possession, and keep same in proportion as it may 
be satisfactory to said Doe. It is further stipulated and 
agreed that this contract is subject to the following con- 
dition: That should said Doe find it more profitable to 
ship his goods to some other territory or if his fire wood 
should run short, or if his workmen should go fishing, or 
the wild geese should delay their yearly migration, with- 
out good and valid r:ason to the said Doe, then this con- 
tract shall be binding upon only one of the parties; i. e, 
Smith. 

“But as a special favor to said Smith and as a gen- 
erous act of manufactured benefaction, it is agreed that 
should said Smith have same style and quality of gimlets 
offered by more reputable concerns at anything under 50 
per cent less than the price made by said Doe, then it shall 
be the duty of said Smith to report the name of manu- 
facturer, color of his hair and cut of beard, time of day 
when such prices were made, what brand of bug juice 
he used when they repaired to the private locker for in- 
spiration, And in the event said reports are found to be 
true, then said Doe will either reserve the right to meet such 
cut or else to tell said Smith he is a fool or a liar and 
not to be so suspicious of every little fluctuation in the 
market.” 

Now is this a contract? Yes. 

A liberty? Yes. 

A license? Yes. 

And right here is where lots of trouble is created in 
business day by day. And there is not a manufacturer here 
who manufactures long time articles who has anything like 
a foundable competition that is not in a degree doing the 
like of it. No doubt this is overdrawn to some degree; it 
is like so many of your so called contracts, it is intended 
to cover a multitude of sins and yet cannot be considered 
specific or personal in its construction. The fact is, any 
kind of a contract is a mighty good one as long as it 
comes the way of the fellow who makes it. The so called 
blanket contract was devised in the days of excessive com- 
petition in order to get rid of overproduction, for which 















there was no excuse, except keeping up with the other fel- 
low. It is continued to-day by big concerns to shut out 
the small manufacturer. The rabbit skin contract of trust 
origin is born of no other purpose than that of keeping 
the other fellow out, and to get an underhold in the great 
wrestling match between individual operators and corpora- 
tions and there is not one in ten forms of contracts that 
could be made binding upon its originator any longer than 
it serves his purpose to live up to it. 

Read the top clause of every one and see of it does not 
read, “Taken subject to strikes, failures, fires, floods, climate 
changes, dope injections, intemperate zeal and other causes 
beyond our control.” The first half of the agreement is to 
bind the buyer, the other half is to release the seller, and 
in every instance the contract is not what holds, but the 
contractors themselves who are honestly trying to do the 
fair, honest thing, and the contract is simply a sign that 
the two parties have agreed to mutualize their interest, 
and as long as this is faithfully adhered to there will never 
be heard any such thing as non-compliance with con- 
tracts, for characterize it as you maj as _ unbusinesslike, 
the Galilean peasant’s measure is the one used in the worlds 
of commerce to-day, for “What measure ye mete it shall 
be measured unto you again.” The best way to make hon- 
est clerks is to be honest oneself. The best way to pro- 
tect one’s interest is to regard the other fellow’s interest, 
and the best way to prevent the violation of a contract is 
to make one you can respect and honor yourself. 

In the early days of the race there is recorded 
event that has always been of great interest to me. It 
was on a dark, starry night on the plains of Midia. God 
had been bargaining with Abraham for some time on an 
enterprise in which they were both necessary the one to 
the other, so Abraham, in order to have a ratification of 
the contract, slew the heifer, the goat and the dove, and 
divided the parts asunder and waited until the gathering 
darkness had enveloped them, when the smoking furnace 
signifying the presence of Jehovah appeared and passing 
betwixt the several parts ratified the contract and sealed it 
to the satisfaction of both parties; but that event would 
have terminated at any moment that either party had used 
that solemn instrument as a means to a selfish end, and 
so this transaction appeals to me thus: Is the jobber 
necessary to the manufacturer and the manufacturer to the 
jobber? If so, is it not time to stop this waste of effort 
and energy in our endeavor to decry the interest of our 
mutually best friends. Now there are manufacturers with 
whom I’ve done business for twenty-five years without a 
hitch or misunderstanding, transactions amounting to thou- 
sands of dollars per year, while there are others that. I 
never did scarcely anything with without a row at settlement 
time. 

A man called to see me representing a large manufac- 
turer a few days since proposing to sell me certain goods. 
I told him pleasantly I could not buy from him at all. 
When pressed for my reasons I replied: “Well, your man 
thinks I am not honest; I know he is not honest, and for 
that reason [I prefer doing business with others.” This 
may sound rather blunt, but is it not better than to con- 
tinue business relations when the principals have not faith 
in each other? Ninety per cent of the distress in commer- 
cial life is due to the mistakes or selfishness of the manu- 
facturer, not conscious, I verily believe, in many instances, 
but nevertheless true.

ILLUSTRATION. 


Let’s see how it works. We protect a ten million dollar 
infant industry who has such enormous producing power 
that he soon fills up every hole and crevice in the channel 
of commerce in this country. He is compelled to go 
abroad to sell his produce in a market where he gets half 
prices for his goods. Under a forced sale of one six months 
he can demonstrate the earning capacity of his works is 
twenty millions instead of ten, he floats bonds to make 
twenty millions. Stocks pile up, they must be unloaded, 
price agreements are invoked to steady the market, the or- 
dinary jobber is lectured on the maintenance of price, but 
before this is all done, there is a special visit of the sales 
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manager to Big Ike’s stores, who is advised of the pro- 
posed prices, and he is, on account of his large consuming 
capacity, to be treated with on a special basis and accord- 
ingly he is offered to per cent better price than the general 
herd. Ike is not asleep and does not tumble into the arms 
of Mr. Sales Manager at once; quotes a few facts as to 
how he can buy American made articles in French and 
Swiss markets, pay the duty on same, sell in competition 
with Mr. Manufacturer and make more than Io per cent; 
and finally as a compromise Ike is given 15 to 20 per cent 
confidentially, simply as a tribute to Ike’s consuming powers. 
The meeting is held, the prices are made and agreements 
signed. Ike is loose and he does not propose to have his 
hands tied by any manufacturer, as he proposes to do as he 
pleases with his goods after he buys them. And the first 
thing Mr. Ordinary Jobber knows Ike is selling his trade 
at his cost and frequently 5 per cent under. The manu- 
facturer is appealed to by the ordinary jobber, but, poor 
thing, he is helpless. It is true he sold the goods to Ike, but 
Ike has such a persuasive way that he can do what no one 
else not in his class can do; i. e., sell goods at less than cost 
and make a profit. 

But then, Mr. Jobber, you are all right; don’t you see 


you have a contract? Same color as Ike’s, same hieroglyphics 


Sut if 
Mr. Jobber is woefully stupid and can’t see it, he is told 
to read the instructions as to conditions about strikes,

lated and agreed that such a customer has passed the point 
of being handled by a jobber and is from this time forth

But under no conditions or circumstances is the

jobber’s original contract.” 

“I hereby agree to purchase blank tons of goods from 
blank manufacturer, whose prices at the time contract is 
made are as low as any one, and in order to facilitate 
the handling of these goods to the best advantage, a 
special advantage will be made each month in proportion 
to the purchases of contractor, with the proviso, however, 
that should the purchaser fail to buy all of his goods from 
this company during his natural life or fail to leave in- 
structions for his successor to continue to do the same in 
the event of his death, then the purchaser shall forfeit all 
rights to his claims upon the special bonus set aside fot 
him, and he shall be deemed not entitled to same, not: 
withstanding the prices charged by this company may be 
higher than any other worthy competitor. The bonus is 
to be considered a special policeman’s billy to correct re- 
calcitrant buyers, and to keep them from straying too far 
away from the trusting fold.” 

“Second. It is agreed by the buyer that the seller 
shall be entitled to contract with any retailer in said job- 
ber’s territory at jobber’s prices if said retailer can scrape 
together sufficient orders to buy a car load of goods.” 

Again, if screws are the commodity under considera- 
tion, it would read- thus: “I hereby agree to buy as many 
screws as I can possibly -use from seller, who agrees to 
place said jobber on a preferred list, which list includes a 
proviso that. should said jobebr be fortunate enough to sell 
$1,000 worth of goods in a specified time he shall receive 
a certain compensation. But as a further inducement for 
him to hustle, the jobber shall have revealed to him the 
flattering inducement which is being held out to large 
manufacturers, consumers and retailers who can combine 
their purchases to a point greater than that specified as a 
jobbing quantity, wherein it is offered at 5 to 7% per cent 
special preferential. And it has been decreed by the wise 
solons that control that commodity that whenever a re- 
tailer shall avail himself of this opportunity then said re- 
tailer shall be heralded as a second Daniel come to judg- 
ment, a second Joseph discovered by his brethren to lead 
them out into the enlarged and flourishing fields of im- 
proved methods. And all jobbers are hereby warned to 
pay obeisance to such talent and to hail as Solomons those 
wise and astute manufacturers who made it possible for 
such genius to display its ability in this our day and time.” 


CONTRACTS AND CONTRACTS, 


And so on and so on I could continue ad infinitum, but 
why take your valuable time, gentlemen? There are con- 
tracts and contracts, And we are from the nature of the 
evidence led to the conclusion that the third item in our 
definition is true, that the term contract has a wider mean- 
ing than it once had and lacks definiteness. There are two 
many insurance lawyers used in writing the forms. A tew 
years ago a leading Pittsburgh man employed a noted cor- 
poration lawyer to draw up a contract so strong as no one 
could break it, and for which he was paid the record break- 
ing fee for it up to that time. But that honor was short 
lived, for no sooner had the senior partner left the coun- 
try than his junior employed the same attorney to break 
this unbreakable contract, which he proceeded to do. And 
when the irate senior returned and confronted his lawyer 
with the query, “I thought you said that contract could 
not be broken,” he replied, “Yes, I did not think any 
one could when that was written, but the world is pro- 
gressing and Mr. Junior employed me, paying a_ bigger 
salary to break it than you did to make it.” The result 
was that the contract was abandoned and senior and junior 
found they were each necessary to the other, agreed as 
sensible men to co-operate on the basis of mutual good 
faith in each other and that action on the part of those 
men makes it possible for this meeting to be held to-day

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

First point off the elbow into any number of parts 
at I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and from these points lines are 
drawn to the mitre line A B, and from round N to 
C D, and at the intersection of these lines on A B and 
C D and at right angles to mitre lines draw lines as

shown I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7; this middle piece is duplicated 
in the two other drawings from which triangles are 
produced, in which I have tried to avoid confusion of 
lines. At right angles to line A B of first set of tri- 
angles draw line B 2; that is, if the line 2 in oval and 
round parts is bent at right angles it would extend as 
far as the dotted line 2, draw the dotted line 2 from 





the points thus found and the second triangle is found. 
It can be seen that line 1 is the first triangle; repeat 
this with each one as is shown in first set of triangles. 
In the second set draw a line from a to 8 and from bc; 
repeat this on each point and at right angles to these 
lines draw lines to extend as far as line 8, which 
would be as long as from 9 to A. The next is as long 
as from 10 to B and from 9 to C. This gives the cross 
sections from one step to the other in the pattern. In 
any convenient place draw the line A B or No. 1, 
which is the same line 1, Fig. 1. With B as center and 
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line 8 as radius mark the arc, and with a as center de- 
scribe another small arc which is the same distance as 
used in spacing small end of Fig. 2, which gives the 
point C of pattern; with C as center and with radius 
equal to line 2, Fig. 2, mark arc D, then with radius 
equal to the same as was used in spacing off oval end 
mark the arc intersecting D, which gives another cen- 
ter; continue this and one-half of pattern will be the 
result. It will be seen that the two ends of the elbow 
are straight, which may be obtained by drawing lines 
from mitre line to intersect corresponding number of 
stretchout. yp ge

PATENT CHIMNEY VENTILATORS.

CUSTOMS DECISION ON TIN SCRAP. 








In the protest of the Syracuse Smelting Works 
against the assessment of duty by the collector of cus- 
toms at the port of New York on imported tin scrap, 
General Appraisers Fischer, Howell and De Vries have 
sustained the protest. The merchandise was classified 
under paragraph 134, tariff act of 1897, relating to tin 
plates, and was claimed dutiable under paragraph 463 
as waste. 

In their decision the appraisers say: 

“We find from the uncontradicted testimony taken in 
this case that the importation consisted of tin scrap in 
pieces of irregular shape; that included in the scrap 
was a small quantity of strips and also a small quantity 
of disks; that the presence of a few disks and strips is 
not unusual, the offal of tinware factories being bought 
as it is found, and that it would be impracticable to sep- 
arate the insignificant quantity of strips and disks from 
the rest of the mass. 

“There is a close analogy between the case before us 
and that reported in 139 Federal Reporter, 590 (T. D. 
26519), as In re Downing, wherein it was held that 
certain cotton waste fit only for paper stock, but con- 
taining a small quantity of wool, was free of duty as 
paper stock, and not dutiable as waste in part of wool 
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for which there is a special provision in paragraph 362 
of the tariff. 

“Applying the principle of this decision, we hold that 
the merchandise is not dutiable as tin plate, but falls 
within the terms of paragraph 463 as waste not spe- 
cially provided for.”

TIN DEPOSITS OF ALASKA. 





That the tin production of the United States will be 
increased through the development of new lodés in 
Alaska is evident by the report of Frank L. Hess, of 
the United States Geological Survey, on discoveries 
made there. The first lode tin in Alaska was found 
in 1903 on Cassiterite Creek, a tributary of Lost River, 
about 7 miles from the sea. It showed the tin ore in 
a large metamorphosed acidic dike. Several tunnels 
have been driven, revealing veins 3 to 10 feet thick. 
One of them showed veins of almost pure cassiterite 
and quartz about one-half inch thick, and other veins 
carrying cassiterite, chlorite, and some wolframite up 
to 14 inches thick. In the vicinity of Cassiterite Creek 
three known tin-bearing veins of probably workable 
size occur in the limestone. 

On Cape Mountain one company has made consid- 
erable discoveries of tin ore. Float cassiterite was 
reported from this vicinity, a fine piece weighing sev- 
eral pounds having been found 12 miles east of Cape 
Prince of Wales. A company operating on Cape 
Mountain is working on an ore body averaging be- 
tween 2 and 3 feet in width. Among the operations 
one concern has a 10-stamp mill near the beach at 
Tin City. 

At present wages in the York region are $5 per day 
and board, and good board can not be considered as 
worth less than $1.50 and $2.50 per day, making wages 
equivalent to $6.50 and $7.50 per day. It seems safe 
to figure, Mr. Hess remarks, that under present con- 
ditions nothing less than 2% per cent ore can be 
worked with reasonable assurance of profit. Consid- 
erable prospecting is also being done for placer de- 
posits. Those on Buck Creek have yielded to date 
about 91 tons of ore that would average probably 65 
per cent of metallic tin. At least seven parties have 
been sent to Buck Creek by firms or private persons to 
examine and report on the tin gravels, these expenses 
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being over $50,000. There is probably a length of 4 
miles of tin-bearing gravels in the Buck Creek Valley.

ATLANTA TINPLATE MILL SOLD. 








The Atlanta Tinplate Mill, of Atlanta, Indiana, has 
been sold by C. A. Ford, receiver, to John L. McKee, 
of Indianapolis, as trustee. The purchase price was 
$59,750, which is the appraised value, and about $4,000 
less than the indebtedness of the old company. 

It is understood that Indianapolis, Atlanta and Ko- 
komo men are associated with Mr. McKee in the pur- 
chase of the plant. The new company expects to com- 
plete the mill this summer and operate it. When run- 
ning it will give employment to 400 men, and it repre- 
sents an investment of $200,000.

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION, 

There is very little change in the hardware situa- 
tion from a week ago, and the usual midsummer dull- 
ness has so far failed to put in an appearance. Heavy 
hardware business has been somewhat curtailed owing 
a great deal to the approach of the midsummer in- 
ventory period. In the lighter lines of goods, how- 
ever, there is no change, and dealers are busy filling 
orders. Summer goods are in great demand, the call 
for lawn mowers being very large. The crop outlook, 
which always has a large bearing on the market, is 
very encouraging, and both retailers and jobbers are 
looking for a big demand for harvesting tools. In this 
line it is expected that purchases will be very large. 
as no stocks were carried over by the merchants from 
last season. Some of the manufacturers afe getting 
caught up with their orders, and the delay in delivery 
is decreasing considerably. 





PLATES. 

Universal mill plates are still very scarce, and it is 
extremely difficult to secure early delivery. In conse- 
quence many are taking the narrower sizes from 
sheared plate mills and are paying slight premiums 
for them. Contracts for three more boats were placed 
last week with the American Ship Building Company, 
bringing the total up to thirteen on its books for 1907 
delivery. Quotations remain unchanged as follows: 
Tank quality, 4-inch and heavier, wider than 6% and 
up to 100 inches wide, inclusive, car lots, Chicago, 
1.76%4c; 3-16 inch, 1.86%4c; Nos. 7 and 8 gauge, 
1.91%c; No. 9, 2.01%; henge quality, in widths up 
to 100 inches, 1.8614c, base, for 44-inch and heavier, 
with the same advances for lighter weights; sketch 
plates, tank quality, 1.86%4c; flange quality, 1.96%c.

from 72 to 96 inches wide, 2.10¢ to 2.20¢ ; 3-16 inch up 
to 60 inches wide, 2.10c to 2.20c; 72 inches wide, 
2.35c to 2.45c; No. 8, up to 60 inches wide, 2.15¢ to 
2.25c; flange and head quality, 25c¢ extra. 





BILLETS AND RODS. 

Bessemer and Open Hearth rods continue to be in 
big demand and as a consequence there is a delay of 
from three to four weeks in shipment to customers. 
Forging billets are quoted at $33.50 to $34 per net ton, 
but the demand for them is greatly decreasing. Bes- 
semer and Open Hearth rods are quoted at $35 to $36 
f. o. b. Chicago. 





SHEETS. 
The market continues very strong, deliveries be- 
ing from eight to twelve weeks late. Black 


and galvanized sheets are largely called for and 
deliveries on the latter are extremely hard to 
get. This is owing to the fact that the stocks in 
the hands of the large distributors is very small 


and the mill cannot make early shipments. Quo-

WIRE PRODUCTS. 

The demand for wire products still continues very 
heavy. On wire nails quotations are: $2 in car lots 
to jobbers and $2.05 in car lots to retailers, with an 
advance of 5 cents for less than car lots from mills. 
On cut nails we quote as follows: Steel cut, in car 
lots, $1.90 to $1.95; less than car lots, $2; iron cut, 
$2 to $2.05 in car lots; less than car lots, $2.10. 

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 


letter : 
Activity has been the feature of the pig iron market. 
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There has been a steady increase in buying and inquiries 
in hand indicate renewed and vital interest in conditions 
generally. The rumors of buying movement which have 
been published recently appeared to have made good and 
probably as large a tonnage was booked as has been closed 
during the same time for three months past. 

The fact that the recent understanding between some of 
the Birmingham furnaces as to basis of prices for Southern 
pig iron has been disrupted and prices on Southern irons 
demoralized accordingly, has had its effect in the market and 
a large tonnage of Southern iron has been placed. 

The efforts to throw heavy trade to the South have had 
no influence on prices of Northern iron, and from all ap- 
pearances it should have none. The Northern furnaces have 
been strongly intrenched for several weeks on account of 
large business on hand and small tonnage unsold available 
for delivery during the balance of this year; in most in- 
stances this amounting to little less than what was said to 
be a supply for emergency calls from customers with whom 
a brand is a favorite. 

Sales of Bessemer and Basic continue and recent heavy 
transactions in the Pittsburgh district have created a distinct 
searcity of these grades. 

The effort on the part of Southern furnaces to get busi- 
ness by indiscriminate cutting of prices still has to prove its 
excuse for coming at this time. It is likely, as has been 
the case in the past under similar conditions, that momentary 
flurry in downward direction will shortly have a strong 
reaction in the opposite way. 

Coke in general is in excellent demand and the presence 
of a number of furnaces in the market for three and six 
months’ supply has stimulated trade considerably. 





John McVoy & Co. report as follows: 

The price on conductor pipe and eave trough has been 
advanced approximately 2% per cent—the official list has 
not as yet been received, but the prices will go into effect 
this week. The advance was caused by the increased cost 
of galvanized iron. 





Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly letter: 

The iron market ‘is decidedly more active, and more 
interest has been exhibited during the past week than for 
several months. It is a peculiar thing that this activity 
seems to have come immediately on the decision of the 
large Southern producers to reduce their $14 Birmingham to 
foundry price. During the early part of this week quite 
a large tonnage was booked on the basis of $13.50, and 
there are rumors of round lots that went at even less. The 
large consumers who have been “waiting for something to 
happen” are now sending out liberal inquiries, and indications 
are that a very large tonnage will be booked during the 
last two weeks in June. This decline in Southern iron will 
no doubt have more of a stimulating effect than otherwise 
on the market, for there are a great many buyers who 
have felt that this must come, and who have put off cover- 
ing their future requirements, buying from week to week 
only enough to help them out. Now that Southern and 
Northern irons are on a comparatively more equal basis 
these people are asking for prices in good faith. Very few 
of the big melters in this country have bought what iron 
they will need during the balance of this year, and most 
of them are practically uncovered for the last half, or even 
for the third quarter. The general foundry business, which 
usually falls off in the summer time, is exceptionally good. 
The cast iron pipe industry is flourishing, and the steel rail 
trade is better to-day than has ever been known. The pro- 
duction of pig iron in the South is still short, and at least 
one-fourth of the furnaces are now out of blast, either un- 
dergoing repairs or on account of shortage of raw materials. 
There is quite a demand for Ohio irons, and some very nice 
orders have been taken during the past few days. Bessemer 
and basic for prompt shipment are almost unknown, and 
there seems to be every prospect that the scarcity of Bessemer 
will continue throughout the entire balance of 1906 and 
prices have already taken another advance.
